Thus the analysis indicates a condi- 


tion approaching, but not yet reaching, 
one of general prosperity. Highly im- 
portant comparisons of prices this week 
show, about; Oct. 3, the lowest range 
ever known for wholesale prices of all 
commodities, notwithstanding advances 
Einca March of 20 per cent in cottoa 
goods, 40 per cent in boots and shoes, 
and 53 per cent in iron and hteel pro- 
ducts, while m woolen goods there has 
been scarcely any advance, and in all 
food products taken together a fall of 17 
per cent. Comparisons show a fall in, 
food products of 28.3 per cent in the five 
years since October, 1890, and in woclon 
goods 22.5 percent, in iron products 16.4 
per cent, and in cotton goods 12.5 per 
cent, -while boots and shoes are a little 
higher and leather and hides much 
higher than five years ago. 
The cotton market has mounted above 


9 cents and holds in spite of realizing, 
but as the crop is late and quite largely 
held back it does not yet feel the influ- 
ence of the receipts natural at this date. 
Reports of injury and low estimates of 
yield have impressed all minds, while 
few remember the stocks brought over. 
Receipts are growing, but for the month 
have been 275,000 bales less than last 
year. 


Wheat is a shade weaker, while west- 


ern receipt? have been 6,550,494 bushels 
against 4,487,104 last year, while Atlan- 
tic exports have been only 1,038,179 
bushels against 2,791,489 last year. Corn 
is but little lower, though beginning to 
move quite largely. 
The Pennsylvania has ordered 40,000 


tons of steel rails, and other roads 85,-

It is now the cus- 
tom with some advanced physicians 
whenever there is a ease with obscure 
symptoms, or where consultations are 
thought necessary, to draw a few drops 
of the patient's blood and examine it 
under the microscope. This almost in- 
variably decides the condition and ia, 
in many diseases, an infallible guide, 
as the blood is the great sewerage sys- 
tem of humanity. 
It takes np and car- 


ries to the Inngs whatever impurities 
may exist. There they are consumed or 
exhaled. It therefore stands to reason 
that the blood is the index to the state 
of the system. 


Another test adopted by all up to date 


doctors is the examination of the per- 
spiration after a great degree of heat 
has been applied-to the body. The suf- 
ferer is put into a steam; bos, and after 
some moments of profuse perspiration 
the surface of the body is scraped with 
a sharp steel instrument, by means of 
which whatever impurities are thrown 
out may be taken from the pores. This, 
with the blood exaiiiination, is thought 
by some practitioners to afford all of 
the assistance necessary in determining 
the nature of the most obscure diseases. 
Of course, there are what may be called 
new diseases, and this method will en- 
able the skilled microscopigt to detect 
them and study their genesis and treat- 
ment.—New York Lodger.

That give* a fair idea of the difference 


in these different parts. The skin or 
bran is not » specially strong feed, be- 
cause it contains qnite alarm proportion 
of the fiber or tough, indigestible por- 
tion of' the grain. The germ, yon see, 
contains nearly all the oil or pure faf in 
the kernel. In fact, some manufacturers 
make a point of separating the germs 
and pressing ont the oil, which is used 
as a substitute for several other vegeta- 
ble oils. 


In separating the starch from the oth- 


er parts of the kernel the whole grain is 
crushed and soaked in warm water. The 
germs, being heavier, sink to the bot- 
tom, while the, hulls float on the sur- 
face, leaving the starch and gluten mix- 
ed. They are separated by running the 
fluid containing them slowly through 
long troughs. The heavier starch drops 
to the bottom, while the yellow residue 
floats off. 
Of course in this way 


some of the starch goes .away with 
the residue, and it 
is this part 


when dried that is sold as gluten 
meal," "feed" or under various oth- 


er names. 
The "hull, germ and glu- 


ten mixed make what is called "gluten 
feed." The glnten alone as separated 
from the starch is called''glnten meal." 
The germs when presEed and ground are 
known as "germ food," or "germ 
meal" The hulls alone are called "corn 
bran." 


It is unfortunate that these four by- 


products of aorn vary so mnch in com- 
position, because a farmer is likely to 
pay a high price for a comparatively 
poor product unless he realizes that 
there is a vide difference in these foods.

are products obtained in the manufac- 
ture of houiiny and "cerealiu" from 
corn. They are chiefly parts of the germ 
and hull. Those who v^ent over the 
"balanced ration" problem last season 
will see that- there is considerable differ- 
ence in the value of these substances. It 
will require some little kua^ledge'to 
bny them taadvautage. These foods are' 
all agreeable iu taste and flavor,>and 
cattle soon learii to eat them readily. 
They all contain considerable fat or Oil, 
and some animala caunot- eat large quan- 
tities witliont being thrown "off • tieir 
feet." Generally speaking, they are bet- 
ter for prod nqiag milk than for butter 
dairies, as they lire likely to produce a 
soft, salvy butter. Our own advice is 
not to feed more than three pounds per 
day to any single animal, though we 
know that five or six pounds are often

Iu most localities these foods are 


not so cheap that it will pay dairymen 
to discard oilmeal, bran and cottonseed 
meal, if one, has,a good supply of eosi? 
lage. Dairymen near the rtareh factories 
can often bay these; foods very cheaply 
in carload lots—so cheap, iu fact, that 
other feed can hardly compare with

The increase in the local bonded 


ndebtedness of the^tate by the last 
General Aemmbly exceeded even the 
enormous increases authorized by 
its pr*deces8or. Nearly all of the 
bonded indebtedness given below 
was authorized and created by a 
gpecies of vicious pp«cial legislation, 
intended to evade the constitutional 
safeguards originally intended for 
the protection of the tax pay*. 
How utterly reckless the Legis- 
lature has been is best showu by the 
following table giving the amount 
of the grand duplicate in millions, 
toe total amount of local bonded 
indebtedness, and the total amount 
of taxes.
